Practically Entire Army Joins in Revolt But 


Navy Is Quiet—-King Returning to Madrid 


Situation Is Critical. 


(By The Associated Press) 
MADRIP, Sept. 13.—Army officers at Barcelona have 


revolted aad martial law has been declared. The rank and 
file of the army have joined in the revolt but the navy is 
qniet. 
The council of ministers held a special meeting.at 


3 a. m. to consider the situation at Barcelona. King Al- 
phonso will return to Madrid today. 


After a cabinet meeting today the following statement 


was issued: "The Captain-General of Barcelona last night 
proclaimed on his own responsibility a state of siege in that 
district., These the communications invjted other districts to 
support his action. 
In order to explain this step he pub- 


lised a manifesto to the country declaring that the army call- 
ed on the soverign to save things and asking for the dis- 
missal of the present ministry. In certain districts it appears 
the military are disposed to concur in their attitude of re- 
bellion. 
. 
The cabinet is in session and will maintain its position 


which it will abandon only under force if the promoters of 
sedition follow up their threats of violence.

tEAR MOVEMENT WILL SPREAD THROUGHOUT SPAIN 


(By The Associated Press) 
BARCELONA, Sept. 13.—A state of siege was pro- 


claimed here at 11:15 today and the Catalan military au- 
thorities took possession of power in the city. The main 
telephone exchange was occupied early today by a-band of 
men understood to be headed by Captain General Primo 
Rivera. It is believed the movement will signalize an out- 
break in other cities of Spain. .Grave rumors were circu- 
lated in Madrid and the government held a hastily called 
meeting. A document addressed to all Spaniards and 
signed by Captain General Rivera was published at 2. a. m. 


It criticized"'the present government and stigmatizes 


: the professional politicians for seizing the power and an- 
nihilating the will of the king. 


Owing to this situation the document continues the 


military authorities will take the direction and responsibili- 
ty of the power to govern either directly or through civilians, 
serts the military authorities will deprive civil oficials of all 
sorts th military authorities will deprive civil oficials of all 
power and assume their functions. It will seize all means of 
communication. The authority of the new regime, continues 
the proclamation, will occupy the headquarters of the com- 
munists and revolutionary associations, the prisons, 
the 


banks, the election power stations, and the points at which 
the water supply is controlled. All suspects will be arrested. 
It also is declared that the leaders of the movement will seek 
to maintain the normal life of the country. The proclama- 
tion ends with an appeal to the patriotism of the public en- 
treating the milits*y to give their lives for the country if 
necessary. 
It is stated here that several garrisons, notably 


those in Madrid, Saragessa, and Seville., have adhered to the 
military movement which now must be reorganized as a reg- 
ular coup d'etat. Tme normal life of the town is proceeding.

ed, In the-.nature of 'a- fee. when en- 
tries are made." "Mr. "Watkins said: 
this wag an- erroneous- impression for 
both tobacco and agricultural pro-" 
ducts may be entered without a*iy fee 
whatever. 
Some few changes in the plans this 
year\were also announced. Every ex- 
hibit, whether tobacco or agricultural 
products must not be less than five 
pounds In weight and must be sent or 
brought. to -the .-Fair and tunned over 
to the proper, parties. . The products 
will then -be classified and 
put • in 


sha.pe to be passed on by the judges. 
Containers will be provided for ' the 
exhibits. 
The Fair management states that 


it would like to have all farm pro- 
ducts delivered on Saturday preceding 
the opening of the Fair but that noon 


Monday is the limit. 
Mr. Watkins 


said that after noon Monday, October 
8th positively no exhibits will be re- 
celved. 


Arrajngements have been made so 
that Virginia tobacco .will not be 
classified with the tobacco of North 
Carolina. 
Therefore the growers Of 


Virginia won't have to compete with 
the growers of North Carolina when 
entering their tobacco. Arrangements 
for two classes have been made and' 
separate premiums will be offered for 
North Carolina and Virginia grown 
tobacco. 
- Mr. Watkins -stared that the .Fair 
management also asks for'^an Increase 
in the size of the exhibits, announcing 
new requirements. He explained that 
where a gallon of some agricultural 
product has been - on exhibit in the 
past, half a. bushel will be required 
this year. Containers will be provid- 
ed for every entrant. 


A feature and innovation will be an 


exhibijioij by the colored people of 
Henry county. 
Should this new ex- 


periment prove successful nex-t year 
will see a special section for the col- 
ored people of the surrounding coun- 
try. 
Adequate spaces will be provid- 


ed if the experiment this year proves 
what the Fair management expects.

In a synoposis of the report made 


public with President Coohdge's con- 
sent, the period since the Volstead 
law was placed on the statute books 
was described by the Department of 
Justice as "one of the most 
tragic 


epochs in American history relative 
to law enforcement." 


"It reveals, among other things," 


said the official synopsis, "that the 
Department of Justice has been called 
upon to prosecute a member of the 
judiciary, prominent members of the 
American Bar, bjgh officials of the 
Federal and State governmeit multi- 
millionaires, scions of the 
nation's 


aristocracy and, the sordid story of 
assassination, bribery and corruption 
that found its way into the very sanc- 
tums wherein the inviolability "of the 
law was presumed to have been held 
sacred. 


"Attorney General Daughertv has 


felt that strict enforcement of the 
prohibition law not only was an es- 
sentiality if reverence and respect for 
the courts was to remain undimmed. 
but that it was his duty to insist that 
the law enforcement officials under

PERFECTS OIL BURNER TO BE 


USED IN CURING TOBACCO 


The inventive mind of J. A. John- 


son, a resident of Stokes street who 
has perfected an oil burner which can 
be used in the curing of tobacco has 
elicted considerable Interest among 
tobacco growers who have heard of 
the apparatus. Mr. Johnson was seen 
this morning and was asked to ex- 
plain the Invention for which he has 
applied for a. patent and which he ex- 
pects to show in operation in minia- 
ture model at the 
coming Danville 
Fair. 


The burner obviates the necessity of 


burning wood and it can be applied to 
any tobacco barn 
The 
apparatus 


consumes crude oil 
the 
flame 
of 


which heats a series of coils which 
give off hot air to any temperature 
desired. It is ths dry hot air which 
cures the hanging tobacco. The bur- 
ner consumes 85 per cent, air, 
Mr. 


Johnson said, adding that the burner 
Is odorless. 
The fire can be started 


In five minutes time and the raising 
of heat in the barn is much quicker, 


than by the wood process, he says. 


One of the features of the oil burner 
is an attachment to a themostat When 
the temperature reaches a low level 
It sounds a bell, thus the framer*will 
be enabled to sleep 
beside his barn 


and be awakened by an alarm instead 
of having to depend on waking up ev- 
ery half hour to replenish the fire. 
Farmers are showing interest in the 
invention, because of the savins: in the 
new device. The inventor states that 
a barn of tobacco can be cuied by the 
crude oil process 
for 
§7.50 
while 


through the present wood method it 
costs about twenty dollars a barn. 


In order to show how the burner 


•works a small barn with the apparatus 
attached will be set up in the Fair 
Grounds and an opportunity \\ ill be 
afforded them to see how it works 


Mr. Johnson said today that there 


are no moving parts to the burner 
also that the burners will not be put 
on the market until his patent 
has 


been properly registered and thus pro- 
tected.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 12.— Presi- 


dent Coolidge will 
recommend 
to 


Congress the enactment of eoal leg- 
islation sponsored by the coal com- 
mission, 
'frhls was 
stated broadly 


yesterday at the White House. The 
president's advocacy of the commis- 
sion's program will mean that he 
will favor legislation making it com- 
pulsory for coal operators to furnish 
cost /Information to a government 
agency and possibly also legislation 
authorizing the executive to take over 
the> coal mines and operate them in 
the event of a strike. 
These two recommendations were 


contained in the report of the coal 
commission on anthracite made pub- 
lic in July and are expected to be 
renewed in the final report on bitu- 
minous coal to be made public this 
month. 
Thare is legal doubt as to the pow 
er 01 Congress to authorize taking 
over the mines, however. 
In connection with Governor Pin 


chot'ft request for co-operation in his 
efforts to secure a proper distribu- 
tion of coal at reasonable prices it 
was stated that President Coolidge 
/ already has discussed the matter with 
members of the coal commission an* 
Has requested them to do everything 
possible along this line. 
While the coal commission goes out 


of existence on September 22. the 
president plans to continue to con- 
sult its members unofficially if tne 
occasion ahould 
require. 
He feels 
that there Is eot likely to be any oc- 
casion which would necessitate an 
extension of the commission's au- 
thority which could only be granted 
'p °R- Wadjelgh. the f^eial fuel 
distributor, also goes out of office on 
September 22 
He will, return. -0 his 
place as head of the coal division 
o fthe Department of Commerce and 
will be available if his assistance is 
desired by the government in ' con- 
nection with' coal distribution prob- 
lems during the Winter. 
John Hays Hammond, chairman 01 
the coal commission, issued a state- 
ment commenting on Governor Pin- 
chot's reccomendation for lower an- 
thrac'lte freight rates. 
"The Coal Commission in its an- 
thracite report issued July 9 to the 
president and to the Congress, re- 
commended that the Interstate Com-

SEXTON REPORT 


ON MOBBING OF 
UMPS IN NORFOLK 


The following ftnd of the president 


of the National Association of pro- 
fessional baseball Leagues on the re- 
cent mobbing of an umpire in Norfolk 
and the consequent suspension of the 
entire Norfolk club from organized 
ball will be of interest to local fans. 


The report in full follows: 


Iiuref Mob attavk" by Fans and mis- 
treatment of Umpire Harper at Nor- 
folk, Va., on August 30, 1922 
This matter came to my attention 


on September 5th through press re- 
ports and newspaper clipping sent me 
by interested parties Immediately I 
wired President W S Moye of 
the 
Virginia League, President J. E. Bur- 
ry of the Norfolk club and the Sport- 
ing Editor of the Norfolk Post for 
information. Mr Moye was asked for 
a report of his action m the matter 
and for a copy of the umpires report, 
Mr. Barry was called upon to pres- 
ent any excuse or/- extenuating cir- 
cumstnaces he might care to offer 
in justification of his personal assault 
Tipon the umpire in the midst of, and 
in the presence of, hundreds of excit- 
ed people who were clamoring for a 
chanc to beat-up and probably kill 
this lone individual. The Norfolk Post 
was commended for a most vigorous 
condemenation of the disgraceful oc- 
curance, for its eminently fair treat- 
ment of the umpire In commenting on 
the matter and for the most sports- 
manlike attitude, that I have ever 
seen by a home paper, on a similar 
occurence.. Mr. Moye must be ab- 
sent from bis office, as he has not 
replied Mr. Barry has not seen fit 
to reply to my wire, so I shall dispose 
of the case without further delay 
•/he attitude of the average far. to- 
ward umpires has become most alarm. 
ing-. The meanest kind of personal re- 
marks, ueers—"cat-calls," vilification 
and abuse i* hurled at him by specta- 
tors fro mthe etand and bleachers 
throughout the game So .pronounced 
has this attitude become that It is 
almost Inconceivable to understand 
how Umpires "can maintain 
their 
equanimity and render satisfaetory 
service. On numerous \occasions the 
mere calling of a close decision against 
the borne club has led to cowardly 
mob attacks and physical violence up- 
on the arbiter In cases where man- 
agers or players are at fault the re- 
medy is available. Club officers and 
the ordinary spectators are not so 
easy to reach.

PROBLEM TO GET 


ITALIANS AWAY 


By JOHN STEELE 


L.ONT3ON, 
Sept. 11 — Now 
that 


Greece and Italy both have accepted 
the arrangement of the Council of 
Ambassadors for the Greek penalty 
for the Telllni murders, the next pro- 
blem is to get the Italians out of 
Corfu. British opinion is somewhat 
troubled about Premier Mussolini's an- 
nounced determination only to evacu- 
ate when the last sum of the Greek 
Indemnity has been paid, and it. is 
felt that he has a different reading 
from the British of* the intention in 
the last clause of the ambassadors 
note. 


It was hoped that he would take 
a sensible view of the satisfaction as- 
sured by the Greok depos:t of money 
and evacuate at once, and it Is still 
hoped that the ambassadors may biinc 
pressure to bear in this direction for 
the continued occupation of Corfu is 
like a man smoking: on top of a pow 
der barrel.
